Now that 
their expenses have grown apace 
the prices of farm products threaten 
to seek their former level, the era of 
government control and government 
established prices on farm products 
is at hand. 

The price on wheat is already es- 
tablished after the cost of production 
had been carefully investigated. It 
is probable that in the near future 
almost every staple article produced 
on the average American farm will 
have its standard value. Alread^ 
many states of the north and west 
have .^et the price on corn and oats. 

Now comes our own great state 
in the etTort to safeguard the farm- 
er by establishing the price of tobac- 
co. Of course nothing definitely has 
yet been done in the way of price- 
setting, but a great step has been 
taken in that line by the investigation 
of the coat of the production of the 
crop. 

Mr. J. B. Hutson, of the state col- 
lege of Agriculture has been sent to 
Christian county to investigate the 
cost of production. Our comity is 
the only county so honored in the 
Black Patch. In the investigation, 
Mr. Hutson plans to take into con- 
sideration every item of expense 
which the farmer incurs. The cost
